And whereas by one other Act, made in the Firſt Year of the Reign of 
Queen Mary, Intituled, An AZ touching the Corporation of the Phyſicians in 
London, it is, among other Things, Enacted, for the better Execution of the 
Search and View of Poticary Wares, Drugs, and Compoſitions according to 
the Tenour of the ſaid Statute made in the, Thirty Second Year of the Reign 
of the ſaid King Henry VIII. that it ſhould be lawtul for the Wardens of the 


\ Grocers, or oue of them, to go with the ſaid Phyſicians in their View and 


Search, and that if the ſaid Warden or Wardens ſhould refuſe or delay his or 
their coming thereunto, forthwith, and immediately, when the ſaid Prefident 
or Four of his College, ele& as aforeſaid, ſhould call upon him or them, that 
Chen the ſaid Phyſicians might and ſhould execute that Search and, View, 
and the due Puniſhment of the Poticaries, for any their evil and faulty Stuff, 
according to the Statute therein laſt before mentioned, withaut the Ailiſtance

And it is thereby further Enacted, That all Juſtices, Ma vors, Sheriffs, 
Bayliffs, Conſtables and other Miniſters and Officers within the City, and Pre- 
cinas above-written, upon Requeſt to them made, ſhould help, aid and afliſt 
the Preſident of the ſaid College, and all Perſons by them from time to 
time authorized for the due Execution of the ſaid Acts or Statutes, upon Pain,

And whereas it has been found by Experience, that the ſaid ſeveral recited 


| Statutes, and the Powers thereby given to the ſaid College of Phy ſicians, and 


ſuch Four Perſons choſen by them as aforeſaid, have been very beneficial to the 
Subjects of this Realm; But nevertheleſs, divers other Apothecaries dwelling in 
the Suburbs of the ſaid City, and in Places in the Country within Seven 
Miles Circuit of the ſame City, and allo divers other Perſons, as well as 
Apothecaries inhabiting within the ſaid City of Lenden, or Seven Miles Cir- 
cuit of the ſame City, do fell Drugs, Oyls, Waters and Compoſitions uſed 
or to he uſed for Medicines which ought to be viewed, ſearched, and examined; 
as well as thoſe prepared and fold by the Apothecaries; and the want of ſuffi- 
cient Powers for that Purpoſe, may be very detrimental to the Health of his 
Maj ſty's Subjects:

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And whereas ſeveral Lectures of Anatomy and other Lectures have been 
heretofore founded, which are Annually ſeveral Times read by ſome of the Fellows 
of the ſaid College of Phyſicians in their Publick Theatre or College in the ſaid City 
of Londen, for the beeter promoting of the Study and Practice of Phyſick, for the 
Eacouragement whereof the late Queen Elizabeth, by her Letters Patents under the 


Great Seal, bearing Date at Weſtminſter the Twenty fourth Day of February in the 


Seventh Year of her Reign, did grant ugto.the ſaid Preſident and College or 
Commonalty, and their Succeſſors or Aſſigns, that they ſhould for the then Time to 
come for ever Yearly have and take at one Time, or at divers Times in the Year;
